PART 0—ORGANIZATION OF THE

Establishing the Office of Watergate Special 
Prosecution Force 

By virtue of the authority vested in me 
by 28 IT.S.C. 509, 510 and 5 UJS.C. 301, 
there is hereby established in the De¬ 
partment of Justice, the Office of "Water¬ 
gate Special Prosecution Force, to be 


headed by a Director. Accordingly, Part 
O of Chapter I of Title 28, Code of Fed¬ 
eral Regulations, is amended as follows: 

1. Section 0.1(a) which lists the or¬ 
ganization units of the Department, is 
amended by adding “Office of Watergate 
Special Prosecution Force” immediately 
after “Office of Criminal Justice.”

Subpart G-I—Office of Watergate Special 
Prosecution Force 

§ 0.37 General functions. 

The Office of Watergate Special Pros¬ 
ecution Force shall be under the direc¬ 
tion of a Director who shall be the 
Special Prosecutor appointed by the At¬ 
torney General. The duties and respon¬ 
sibilities of the Special Prosecutor are sot 
forth in the attached appendix below 
which is incorporated and made a part 
hereof. 

§ 0.38 Specific functions. 

The Special Prosecutor Is assigned and 
delegated the following specific func¬ 
tions with respect to matters specified In 
this subpart: 

(a) Pursuant to 28 U.S.C. 515(a), to 
conduct any kind of legal proceeding, 
civil or criminal. Including grand jury 
proceedings, which United States attor¬ 
neys are authorized by law to conduct, 
and to designate attorneys to conduct 
such legal proceedings, 

(b) To approve or disapprove tho pro¬ 
duction or disclosure of Information or 
files relating to matters within his cog¬ 
nizance in response to a subpoena, ordor, 
or other demand of a court or other au¬ 
thority. (See Fart 16(B) of this chapter.) 

(c) To apply for and to exercise tho 
authority vested in the Attorney General 
under 18 U.S.C. 6005 relating to immu¬ 
nity of witnesses in Congressional pro¬ 
ceedings. 

The listing of these specific functions Is 
for the purpose of Illustrating the au¬ 
thority entrusted to the Special Prose¬ 
cutor and is not intended to limit in any 
manner his authority to carry out his 
functions and responsibilities.

Appendix—Doties and Responsibilities op 
the Special Prosecutor 

The Special Prosecutor. Thoro is appointed 
by the Attorney General, within tho Depart¬ 
ment of Justice, a Special Prosecutor to whom 
the Attorney General shaU dolcgato tho au¬ 
thorities and provide tho staff and othor re¬ 
sources described below. 

The Special Prosecutor shall havo full au¬ 
thority for Investigating and prosecuting of¬ 
fenses against tho United States arising out 
of the unauthorized entry into Democratic 
National Committee Headquarters at tho 
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Watergate, all offenses arising out of the 
1972 Presidential Election for which the 
Special Prosecutor deems it necessary and 
appropriate to assume responsibility, allega¬ 
tions involving the President, members of 
the White House staff, or Presidential ap¬ 
pointees, and any other matters which he 
consents to have assigned to him by the 
Attorney General. 

in particular, the Special Prosecutor shall 
have f ull authority with respect to the above 
matters for: 

Conducting proceedings before grand Juries 
and any other investigations he deems 
necessary; 

Reviewing all documentary evidence avail¬ 
able from any source, as to which he-shall 
have full access; 

Determining whether or not to contest the 
assertion of “Executive Privilege" or any 
other testimonial privilege; 

Determining whether or not application 
should be made to any Federal court for a 
grant of immuni ty to any witness, con¬ 
sistently with applicable statutory require¬ 
ments, or for warrants, subpoenas, or other 
court orders; 

Deciding whether or not to prosecute any 
individual, firm, corporation or group of 
individuals; 

Initiating and conducting prosecutions, 
framing indictments, filing informations, and 
handling all aspects of any cases within his 
jurisdiction (whether initiated before or 
after his assumption of duties), including 
any appeals; 

Coordinating and directing the activities 
of all Department of justice personnel, in¬ 
cluding United States Attorneys; 

Dealing with and appearing before Con¬ 
gressional committees having jurisdiction 
over any aspect of the above matters and 
determining what documents, information, 
and assistance shall be provided to such com¬ 
mittees. 

In exercising this authority, the Special 
Prosecutor will have the greatest degree of 
independence that is consistent with the At¬ 
torney General’s statutory accountability for 
all matters falling within the Jurisdiction 
of the Department of Justice. The Attorney 
General will not countermand or Interfere 
with the Special Prosecutor’s declslohs or 
actions. The Special Prosecutor will deter¬ 
mine whether and to what extent he will In¬ 
form or consult with the Attorney General 
about the conduct of his duties and respon¬ 
sibilities. In accordance with assurances 
given by the President to the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral that the President will not exercise his 
Constitutional powers to effect the discharge 
of the Special Prosecutor or to limit the In¬ 
dependence that he is hereby given, the Spe¬ 
cial Prosecutor will not be removed from his 
duties except for extraordinary Improprie¬ 
ties on his part and without the President’s 
first consulting the Majority and the Mi¬ 
nority Leaders and Chairmen and ranking 
Minority Members of the Judiciary Commit¬ 
tees of the Senate and-House of Representa¬ 
tives and ascertaining that their consensus 
is in accord with his proposed action. 

Staff and Resouece Support 

1. Selection of Staff. The Special Prosecutor 
shall -have full authority to organize, select, 
and hire his own staff of attorneys, investi¬ 
gators, and supporting personnel, on a full or 
part-time basis, in such numbers and with 
such qualifications as he may reasonably 
require. He m3y request the Assistant At¬ 
torneys General and other officers of the De¬ 
partment of Justice to assign such person¬ 
nel and to provide such other assistance a3 
he may reasonably require. All personnel In 
the Department of Justice, Including United 
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States Attorneys, shall cooperate to the full¬ 
est extent possible with the Special Prose¬ 
cutor. 

2. Budget. The Special Prosecutor win be 
provided with such funds and facilities to 
carry out his responsibilities as he may rea¬ 
sonably require. He shall havo the right to 
submit budget requests for funds, positions, 
and other assistance, and such requests shall 
receive the highest priority. 

3. Designation and responsibility. The per¬ 
sonnel acting 03 the staff and assistants of 
tho Special Prosecutor shall bo known as the 
Watergate Special Prosecution Force and 
shall be responsible only to the Special 
Prosecutor. 

Continued responsibilities of Assistant At¬ 
torney General, Criminal Division. Except for 
the specific Investigative and prosecutorial 
duties assigned to the Special Prosecutor, 
'the Assistant Attorney General In chargo of 
the Cr iminal Division will continue to exer¬ 
cise all of the duties currently assigned to 
him. 

. Applicable departmental policies. Except as 
otherwise herein specified or as mutually 
agreed between the Special Prosecutor and 
tho Attorney General, the Watergate Special 
Prosecution Force will bo subject to the ad¬ 
ministrative regulations and policies of tho 
Department of Justice. 

Public reports. Tho Special Prosecutor may 
from tlmo to time make public such state¬ 
ments or reports as he deems appropriate 
and shall upon 'completion of his assign¬ 
ment submit a final report to tho appropri¬ 
ate persons or entitles of the Congress. 

Duration of assignment. Tho Special Prose¬ 
cutor will carry out theca responsibilities, 
with tho full support of the Department of 
Justice, until such time as, in his Judgment, 
ho has completed them or until a date mu¬ 
tually agreed upon between tho Attorney 
General and himself.

Staff; (5) is agreed to by the Board; 
and (c) falls into one of the following 
categories: 

, (1) Restoration of leave unduly 

charged to applicants. 
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(2) Promotion of applicants retroac¬ 
tively, who would have been promoted 
during regular promotion cycles but were 
inadvertently or improperly excluded 
from consideration during such cycles; 
and adjustment of their pay accounts 
accordingly. 

(3) Promotion of applicants to grades 
held immediately prior to reenlistment 
who were inadvertently or improperly 
reenllsted in a lower grade. 

(4) Awards of basic allowance for 
subsistence to applicants entitled 
thereto. 

(5) Authorizing participation under 
the Retired Serviceman’s Family Protec¬ 
tion Plans and the Survivors Benefits 
Plan where failure to elect to participate 
was through no fault of the applicants. 

(il) The Executive Secretary of the 
Board, after assuring compliance "with 
the above conditions, will announce the 
final action on applications processed 
under this subdivision.

PROGRAM FOR MIDDLE DISTILLATE 

FUELS 

Removal of Limitation Imposed by Term 
"Customs Territory of the United States” 

EPO Reg. 1 for the Mandatory Alloca¬ 
tion Program for Middle Distillate 
Fuels was published In the Federal 
Register of October 16, 1973 (38 FR 
28660) which became effective Novem¬ 
ber 1, 1973. The purpose of this amend¬ 
ment is to amend the definition of the 
term “Statejofflce” and the reference in 
the section entitled "Coverage of Pro¬ 
gram” in those regulations to remove the 
limitation imposed by the term "customs 
territory of the United States.” Under 
the meaning assigned that phrase by 
general Jjeadnote 2 to the Tariff Sched¬ 
ules of the United States (19 UB.C. 
1202), the Virgin Islands are excluded 
from coverage under the Program. 

Because of the emergency nature of 
this regulation due to the possibility of 
present and prospective shortages of 
middle distillates, it has been determined 
that this amendment shall become effec¬ 
tive on November 7.1973. 

EPO Regulation 1 (38 FR 28660) is 
amended as follows: 

1. In Section 2 Definitions the term 
“State office” is amended by deleting the 
phrase "within the Customs Territory” 
which follows the word “territories” so 
as to make the definition read as follows: 

“State office” means, with respect to each 
of the 50 States, the District of Columbia, 
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
